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Description : 

A homemade harness of nylon webbing for carrying a piece of equipment. 
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Chest/Shoulder Harness 


This harness allows you to carry modest-sized pieces of equipment, like a hatchet or a 
handgun, from a chest/shoulder-position. The benefit is a reduction in the weight of items 
pulling down on a trouser waist belt. The harness can be configured in several ways. I 
personally find it my prefered way of carrying a hatchet, as opposed to hanging the hatchet 
from a waist belt. 




Here is my rig for carrying either a handgun or a tool I 
a hatchet or tomahavk from a chest/shoulder position, 
shifting some of the eguipment veight from your vaist.

The basic chest/shoulder harness is made of 1" flat, tubular nylon 
webbing (which is both soft & quite strong), using "Fastex" style 
plastic fittings. The design shown is for a basic "carry" on your 
left side (i.e., for a right-handed person). The length of the various 
parts of the design must be configured to the individual's size. You 
want to leave enough adjustment capability so the harness can be 
worn over a tee-shirt in warm weather or over a heavy 
jacket/coat in winter. The diagram shows the way I finally 
configured my harness. There are, of course, other configurations 
& fittings you could use. All sewing was simply hand-stitching 
using heavy duty nylon thread. All cut ends of the nylon webbing 
were also melted & finally dipped in polyurethane varnish to 
prevent fraying. Total $$ invested: about $7 in supplies, 
available in many outdoors or craft stores. 


The harness fits around the chest with the shoulder strap 
over the left shoulder. The degree of tightness or 
looseness is a matter of personal choice & dependent on 
what clothing you are wearing & what you intend to 
carry. The fittings give you the ability to make a lot of 
adjustments. 


There are several vays to configure 
the chest/shoulder harness.

...a pistol/revolver belt holster can 
be simply attached to the underarm 
part of the harness, to form a more 
or less conventional style weapon 
shoulder harness. 


My favorite holster has 
a belt fastener that 
easily attaches to 
either a normal trouser 
waist belt or to the 
underarm webbing of 
this shoulder rig. 


have found I can comfortably carry a 1.5 to 2 lb. tool or veapon in this rig. 
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
